THE NEWS FROM SHANGHAI. 


BATILES AT TIENTSIN. 


ADMIRAL SEYMOUR’S RETURN TO HIS SHIP. 


НЕ appalling news was published last Monday that—after а most heroic fight for life at the 
British Legation—the last of the Europeans had been foully and treacherously massacred by 
the Chinese Boxers and troops under Prince Tuan. It is true that on Tuesday we were 

informed that Sheng, the Chinese Director of Telegraphs at Shanghai, denied that he had received 
the message in question from the Governor of Shantung, and other Chinese authorities continued to 
‘avow ignorance of what had actually occurred in the Capital. But the grave statement made 
і with befitting seriousness in the House of Commons on Monday rendered it only too clear that

| The Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs then read the despatches from General Dorward, 
which will be found in another column, and proceeded with his remarks as follows: “Ш has also 
been telegraphed that Vice-Admiral Seymour has returned to his ship, leaving at Tientsin only 
a sufficient number of the Naval Brigade to work the guns there. Ina telegram dated Taku, 
July 14, the Admiral states that he believes the Allied Forces have taken possession of every fort 
lat Tientsin except one. According to a telegram from Rear-Admiral Bruce at Taku, dated

Meantime we in 
England offer heartiest sympathy to the mouin- 


ing relatives of the brave band of Europeans who, 
under the shelter of the Union Jack, nobly did 
their duty at the British Legation, and stood out 


for days against the besieging mob of blood- 
thirsty Chinese led (tə his eternal infamy) by 
Prince Tuan. It is intended to mark this general 
feeling of commiseration by holding a sacred 
service in St. Paul’s Cathedral. But wherever 
Englishmen and Englishwomen congregate, in 
the peasant’s cot equally with the Palace of our 
revered and beloved Queen, prayers must spon- 
taneously go up to the Almighty that the lives 
of the remaining peaceful European residents in 
China may be spared. 


Sir Robert Hart’s Last Appeals for Help. 


The letters from Sir Robert Hart at Peking 
reached Tientsin after great delay (explains the 
Shanghai Correspondent of the Daily Mail), the 
bearer getting 500 taels as agreed with Sir 
Robert. They read as follows—

On being questioned, the messenger who 
| brought the letters from Sir Robert Hart said cn 
the morning of June 25 the Italian, Austrian, 
Belgian, and Dutch Legations were burred 
down and the Russian Legation was in flames, 
but the British, German, French, and Japanc:e 
Legations were still intact. 

The north cathedral was also standing, pre- 
tected by thirty French soldiers and mary 
| Chinese Christians armed with swords. 
| The buildings of all the other forcigrcis, 
however, were in ruins. 

The main street leading from the Clien- 
men Gate of the Tartar City to the Legtion 
was also completely burned, as well as all the 
missionary buildings and the Custom Housc. 

The foreign soldiers were trying to clear the 
ruins near the Legations. 

Fighting in the streets had continued d:i y 
since June 14 up to June 25. 

The foreign troops lost three killed and fifty- 
six wounded, including the Commander of the 
| British detachment. 

The German, French, and Japanese Legations 
were at the time he left being defended by their 
own troops. 

Only a part of the Russian forces were defend- 
ing the Russian Legation, the remainder being 
with the British, American, Italian, and Austrian 
troops in the British Legation. 

The Germans were then holding the Chienmen 
Gate with two captured guns, while over all the 
other gates the Chinese had mounted guns, but 
up to the time of the messenger's departure had 
not fired them on the Legations. 


The Story of the Terrible Massacre 
in Peking 

was first related to us by the Special Corre- 
spondent of the Daily Mail, who cabled from 
Shanghai on Sunday night last, July 15, in an 
urgent despatch, transmitted home by the 
‘astern Extension Telegraph Company with 
wonderful celerity— 

“Т deeply regret to-have to confirm absolutely 
and fully the announcement which I cabled on 
Thursday to the effect that the Legations at 
Peking were destroyed on the night of July 6-7, 
and that all the British and Europeans were 
massacred.”’ 

Further official Chinese messages, one from the 
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Governor of Shantung, were received here on 
Suturday confirming the dread tidings. 
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Throughout the night repeated attacks were 
made on the Legation, but were invariably

Therefore, no one was surprised when Sheng 
later on the same day gave out a second message 
from Yuan Shih Kai as follows— 

“The Boxers and riotous troops attacked the 
Lezations on the seventh (i.e., of July), but were 
driven back with loss. 

“They then brought up guns to breach the 
walls.” 

Yuan Shih Kai added that ** he was plunged in 
tenfold grief at the position of China and the 
foreigners." 

Yesterday Sheng received 
Yuan Shih Kai, saying that— 

* A courier had arrived at Chinan-fu on 
July 14, having left Peking on July 8. 

“Тһе courier says the Boxer guns made a 
breach in the Legation walls on that day, where- 
upon the Boxers poured in. 

** They found the foreigners defenceless, with- 
out ammunition, and then ensued a butchery of 
men, women, and children. 

“Тһе messenger says that no foreigner was 
left alive." 

Yet will it be believed that Sheng, knowing, 
as he must have done, all the foreigners were 
dead, actually proposed that the American Consul 
should cable the American Government a pro- 
posal’ that the Chinese Government should 
deliver all foreigners safely at  Tientsin in 
exchange for the Powers agreeing to suspend 
operations to the north of Peking, and that the 
Ministers with Li-Hung-Chang and Liu-Kun- 
Yi should come to Shanghai to negotiate the 
settlement. He did make such a proposition. 

Now I have positive information which I can 
rely on that Sheng never received any advices 
containing favourable news or evidence of life in 
Peking, although he issued it, and vainly tried to 
get the Britash Consul to believe it. 

The Boxers Poisoned the Sources 
of the Water-Supply 
at the Legations, causing much suffering (con- 
tinued the Daily Mail’s Special Correspondent at 
Shanghai). . 

Daily sorties were made by the small body of 
defenders, who met the Chinese in the streets, 
inflicting severe punishment on them. ‘These 
sorties, too, often took place at night. 

So great was the courage and the energy of the 
little foree that they gradually compelled the 
Chinese to retreat from the immediate vicinity of 
the British Legation. 

These reverses were having a disheartening 
effect, and. there began to be open sigus of dis- 
affection and frequent desertions to the troops of 

Prince Ching, Who was Endeavouring 
to Co-operate with the Besieged. 

Ultimately Prince Tuan decided фо make an 
organised night attack. Having | secured

fire was opened with artillery upon the British 
Legation, where the Allies, all Europeans, had 
concentrated. 

For two hours the walls of the buildings were 
battered with shot and shell, and huge breaches 
Were made in them. 

Then a general advance was ordered, and the 
Chinese infantry, volleying constantly, moved 
towards the gaps. 

The fire. of the defenders, however, was so 
accurate and steady that the hordes of Chinese 
soldiers and Boxers broke and fled in the wildest 
confusion, leaving large numbers of dead and 
Wounded around the Legation. 

They were not rallied until out of rifle-range, 
and then Prince Tuan, making a desperate 
appeal, induced them to stand and return to the 
attack. 

Their artill-ry-fire was resumed, and at the 
middie watch a second attack was attempted, 
but before the attackers could accomplish their 
object they were met by Prince Ching and

A Desperate Battle Ensued 
between the various forces of the Chinese and 
lanchus.

Capture of Bethlehem by General 
Clements. 

Clements’ and Paget’s forces entered Bethle- 
hem on July 7. Тһе former, on nearing the 
town on the 6th, sent a flag of truce, demanding 
its surrender. This was refused by C. de Wet, 


when Paget, making a wide turning movement, 
succeeded in getting hold of the most important 
part of the enemy's position covering the town. 
This was carried before dark by the Munster

The following morning the attack was con- 
tinued, and by noon the town was in our posses- 
sion and the enemy in full retreat.

HOW THE WORLD WAGS. 


ER MAJESTY held an investiture of knight- 
hood at Windsor on Saturday. Some thirty naval 
and military officers and c»ilians, recipients of 
honours in connection with the Queen's birth lay, 
were invested with the insignia of the various 


| Orders to which they have been admitted. Lord Zetland 


went down to be invested with the Order of the Thistle, 
and among those receiving the honour of knighthood was 
Mr. Conyngham Greene, late British Agent at Pretoria. 


The Queen has been pleased to approve the selection 


' of the Right Hon. the Earl of Hopetoun, K.T., G.C.M.G., 


for the appointment of Governor-General of the Common- 
wealth of Australia. The Earl of Hopetoun, whose family 
is one of the most notable in the modern history of 
Scotland, and many members of which have rendered 
distinguished service to the Empire by land and sea, 
in Parliament and the Colonies, was born at Hopetoun 
House, Linlithgowshire, in 1860, and was educated at Eton. 


Lord Hopetoun held the office of Paymaster-General 
from 1895 to 1898, and in the last-mentioned year succeeded 
the late Earl of Lathom as Lord Chamberlain to Her 
Majesty’s Household. His discharge of the social and 
ceremonial duties that fall to the holder of the white wand 
has been marked by unfailing tact and discretion, and it is 
admitted on all hands that he is possessed in the highest 
degree of those powers of conciliation, courtesy, common- 
sense, and diplomatic skill which are indispensable to 
success in the new, important, and difficult position to 
which he is now called. 


The Prince and Princess of Wales visited 
Ladywell on July 12 to ре the buildings erected for 
the aged and infirm poor by the St. Olave's Guardians. 
The buildings will accommodate 800 inmates, and are 
apportioned for 336 aged and infirm persons, 348 health 
infirm, with small dormitories for ninety others, an 
married couples’ quarters for twenty-four inmates.

As Vali-Ahd, or heir-apparent, he was absolute Governor 
of Azerbajan for thirty years, and during his long adminis- 
tration he showed all the best qualities of a statesman. In 
his acts he is governed solely by the good of his people. 
When he came to the throne he at once abolished all the 
taxes on necessaries, and thus endeared himself to his 
subjects. 


South African Army Hospital Commission. 
Mr. Balfour was undoubtedly right when, the other 
evening, he pleaded that the Hospital Commission should 
consist of not more than three members, for large com- 
mittees we all know are frequently more ornamental than 
useful. The first member of the proposed Commission 18 
Dr. W. Selby Church, who, a year since, succeeded Sir 
Samuel Wilks as President of the Royal College of 
Physicians, He studied medicine at Oxford and 5t. 
Bartholomew's, becoming M.D. in 1868. In 1870 he became 
a Fellow of the Royal College of Physicians, of which he 
was Censor from 1890to 1892. Professor Паше! John Cun- 
ningham is the second member of the Commission, and has 
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been Professor of Anatomy and Surgery in Dublin for the last 
seventeen years. Lord Justice Romer is the third member 
of this small but, let us hope, efficient committee. This 
distinguished lawyer was born close on sixty years since. 
For nine years he was a.;udge of the Chancery Division. 
and is now a Lord Justice of Appeal, but he has no special 
medical knowledge. He is a son of the late Mr. Frank 
Romer, a composer, and married a daughter of Mr. Mark 
Lemon, the famous editor of Punch. He was Senior 
Wrangler in 1863, and has always been an active and even 
athletic Judge.

By the 
influence of Li-Hung-Chang he was appointed to the Court 
of St. James's in 1897. Sir Chih Chen Lo Feng-Luh is not 
merely a diplomatist. He is an eminent scholar, а cultured 
gentleman, and, for a Chinaman, a man of advanced 
notions. He speaks English well. A courageous man, he 
lately espoused a second wife. 


Ambassadors Massacred.— The Treaty Powers 
liad in Peking before the massacres a group of men of 
whom they might well be proud. The British Minister was 
Sir Claude MacDonald, and the other nationalities were 
fortunate in having men there with equally cool and 
competent heads. Baron von Ketteler, the lamented 
German representative, whose murder occurred on June 18, 
was а comparatively young man. Born at Potsdam іп 1853, 
the posthumous son of the late Baron von Ketteler, 
he entered the Diplomatic Service, and passed a special 
examination for Chinese.

"aris ward. In 1884 M. Pichon moved for the erection of a 
monument to the men who had fought for the Commune, and 
Mer later was making hisdébutat the Chamber of Deputies. 
Che Marquis Salvago Raggi was the Italian Ambassador. He 
was for many years First Secretary at the Italian Legation, 
and when Signor Martino was recalled last year, he was

THE GREAT WALL OF CHINA. 


UR Illustration depicts a section of the Great Wall 
of China. ‘ Like a huge snake turned to stone," it 
winds its way over the crests of the craggy heights, 
down the deep gorges, and over the lofty plateaux 
of the vast empire. Emperor Chin-Shih-Huang, 

300 years в.с., desiring that his name should go down to 
posterity as the first Chinese Emperor, caused all the 
books to be burned, including even the writings of Con- 
fucius, and then erected this wall, nearly 2000 miles long, 
as a monument of his own greatness and a protection 
against the inroads of the Huns. 

Its eastern limit is the gulf of Lian-tong, east of Peking. 
This end is in the best condition owing to the frequent 
renovations it has received. Its foundations are of granite. 
and its upper portion of masonry or brick-work. On its 
outer side it is more than 26 ft. in height, and has brick 
battlements with rusty cannon lying overturned in their 
embrasures. Its top is a paved highway, wide enough for six 
horsemen to ride abreast, though it is so long since there was 
any traffie on it that its top is grass-grown, with wild flowers 
blooming amid its moss-covered tiles. The wall went straight 
on like ben roads. Its top consists in places of hundreds 
of steps, built because the mountain's steepness would have 
prevented an even incline from being ascended. This 
is the best portion of the wall and for several 
hundred miles inland it presents still a formidable 
barrier to an enemy unprovided with artillery. But 
the wall is not all like this; there are long stretches 
where, probably through the rascality of some long-buried 
mandarin, it has been rebuilt with lime and plaster, giving 
an appearance of masonry at a distance which it does not 
deserve. In several instances the interested traveller finds 
but pyramidal heaps of stone rudely cemented with 
lime, 18 ft. high and. only 2ft. wide at the top. In other 
places the Great Wall has ingloriously dwindled to a sort of 
rubbish-heap. over which a child could playfully climb at 
any point. Notwithstanding its many frail portions, every- 
body will agree that there is something peculiarly entran- 
cing about this stupendous work, the cost of which must 
have been prodigious.

addition to fresh or preserved stewed fruit of all kinds, and is more

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| was just at the time of the year when the garden makes its 
greatest progress, and leaving a bed only half-grown, to 
return and find it one mass of bloom was quite a pleasant 
surprise. Mr. Wilks certainly gained one more staunch 
admirer of his lovely strain of poppies by his very ready 
assistance in furnishing part of my garden. Carters, the 
London seedsmen, have also a very nice strain of Shirley 
poppies, and Iam now giving their seed a trial. The peony- 
flowered, Iceland, and White Swan poppies are also choice 
strains, all of which are most easily grown. 


Ailing Chickens. 

Chickens that look seedy without any apparent cause, 
should be carefully examined for lice, and if they ате, 
found to be troubled they should be well dusted three or 
four times during the course of a day with Keating’s Insect 
Powder. Let the birds have a good clean run and see that 
their sleeping-quarters especially are kept sweet and well 
ventilated. Have the walls of their coop well cleansed and 
limewashed, and if the bottom be of wood give it a coating 
also, first having, of course, removed the bedding material. 

| Peat-moss litter or fresh garden mould, И a grass bottom 
| be not available, is superior to hay or straw for bedding, as 
these two latter materials often harbour lice. The birds must 
have а dry run, where they can get the advantage of all 
sunshine they require, but at the same time find ample 
| shade. Feed them regularly at intervals of three hours, and 
let the food used be of the Без ава given in a fresh state. 
See that they have plenty of flint grit, and give them fresh 
young green food or turves of growing grass tó"peck at. If 
they are with a hen she viai ke carefully dusted to keep 
her ie from lice, and on dry days they should be allowed 
out to dust. 


Scotch Grey Bantams. 

Of the different varieties of bantams there seems to be 
no end; and although I had previously heard of the Scotch 
grey dwarfs. I am indebted to Mr. F. J. 8. Chatterton, the 
well-known artist-fancier, for a description of the interest- 
ing variety. There are, it appears, many colours and 
shapes, but there is only one kind that is worthy of being 
called typical, and this is the bird resembling a large Scotch 
grey in everything but size. Тһе ground eolours of a 
bantam, writes Mr. Chatterton, should be of a pale steel- 
grey. not white, and every feather barred straight across, 
not V-shaped. Some otherwise good birds have a few black 
feathers; these, however, are not very faulty, but white,

brown, or red feathers are not liked, and any bird possess- 
ing them should not be bred from. The dark bars across 
the feathers should be small, and an intense steel-black. 
These bars in a certain light should show a beetle-green 
lustre, and the tip of every feather ought to finish with 
a sound black bar. Тһе colour of a Scotch grey bantam 
should be the same shade throughout—namely, head, neck, 
| body, thighs, and tail. As regards the colour of the beak, 
legs, feet, and toe-nails, all these should certainly be marked 
with black. The comb should be of medium size, upright. 
well set on head and nicely serrated, and of a bright red 
colour; earlobes and wattles small, and a bright red colour 
to match the comb; body, neck, thighs, and legs of medium 
length, »ot short and cobby as in a Rosecomb. White in 
earlobes is a common and serious fault. 


Manure for Vines. 

The old idea that to grow good grapes it is necessary to 
feed the vines upon all the garbage and filth of shambles and 
stock-yard dies әлек says а Writer in Gardening Illustrated. 
| That manure is necessary goes without saying, but the 
mistake frequently made is that feeding liberally will make 
up for errors of culture. This it can never do, and applying 
a lot of strong manures; whether natural or artificial, to 
vines the roots of which are out of order or running in an 

| unsuitable medium, is so much waste of time. Before the 
vine ean assimilate and use а large amount of rieh food 
there must be vigour and health in the plant itself. 
This is very often the rock that many founder on when 
making up borders or composts for vines. Instead of giving 
a soil that roots can enter freely and ramify into, over- 
rich manures are used that only the strongest roots can 
enter, and these, as is well known, are not the best fruit- 
producers. It is not enough that plant-food shall be 
present; it should be in a form immediately available by 
the roots, and to ensure a constant supply of plant-food, 
borders should be construeted of such material that air can 
filter readily through it. То this end the addition of such 
material as lime-rubble, burnt garden refuse, and charcoal 
undoubtedly tends. Bones are among the most useful aids 
to vine-culture, acting in the dual capacity of a mechanical 
| agent to keep the soil porous and containing some of the most 
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essential of plant-foods, which are given off slowly but surely 
over a very long period. These, of course, may be over- 
done, the exact quantity required largely depending upon 
the class of loam used, whether this is rich or the reverse. 
The large amount of lime in bones makes them a useful 
addition in soils defleient in this, but, of course, this con- 
stituent may be applied much more cheaply than by the 
aid of bones, Quick or newly slaked lime should not be too 
freely used, as it has the effect of fining down the soil con- 
siderably, and this is why old mortár rubble is preferable to 
the more genuine article. 


The Gooseberry Caterpillar. 


There are few gardens which are not annually troubled, 
in a greater or less degree, with this terrible pest. Its 
ravages not only affect the present yéar’s crop, but are 
the forerunner of puny wood and buds in the future. 
Many so-called remedies are recommended, many of 
which are positively dangerous, the insecticides them- 
selves being of a poisonous nature. А good plan is to 
thoroughly well dust the lower portioris of the bushes with 
soot and lime, doing it in an upward direction, and, of 
course; directly the pest is noticed. Use the soot and lime 
in equal proportions; this fetches all the caterpillars down 
to the ground, when a second dusting can be given them, 
which proves fatal. This stops any further progress, and 
the few fruits, which unavoidably become covered with the 
mixture, are easily washed before being used. Anyone 
troubled with the gooseberry caterpillar will find this a safe 
and efficient andis, if carried out in earnest on the first 
appearance of the pest. 


On Preserving Cut Flowers. 


А bouquet sprayed with water and placed under a bell- 
glass will last many days longer than if simply placed in a’ 
vase or bowl; while if a button-hole or a spray for the 
hair is required to look fresh all the day or at an evening 
fête, a dab of sealing-wax at the end of the stalks-will keep 
the flowers fresh for very many hours. Knowledge of 
these “ tips"' is valuable, and no wonder need be expressed 
at flowers, worn by those who care to make use of the hints 
here given, keeping fresh so long. . There is an art in every- 
thing, and constant study of all kinds of flowers has taught 
me different ways of preserving those intended for personal 
or household decoration. Years ago, when, аз a schoolboy, 
it was my privilege to run almost wild through the 
dells and dales of one of the prettiest Ridings in Yorkshire, 
I was taught how best to preserve wild flowers, one of my 
earliest lessons being in the preservation of violets, in 
which the district abounded. If placed in a bed of sand— 
which, of course, should be kept moist—this pretty floweret 
will keep perfectly fresh for weeks; while if, in placing 
such flowers as foxgloves or campanulas in water, the 
lower leaves on the stalks be kept under water, they will be 
kept quite fresh for thrice as long as if the leaves were 
stripped off the stalk before being arranged in the vase or 
bowl. In the same way ferns should be soaked with 


through thestem alone. In thecase of flowers—mignonette 
and iris, for example—which foul the water they are placed 
іп, it will be found advisable either to change the water 
eonstantly, or to mix with it a little disinfectant, such as 
Condy's fluid ; whilst it is always better to pluck flowers 
intended for household decoration when they are in bud, 
for, with care, they are thus given a double lease of life. 


-If the flowers are received by post, plunge them at once on 


arrival into a bowl of hot water, which will aet as a splendid 
reviver; but if. they are home-gathered, place them in 
water аз soon as possible after being cut, and before they 
have commenced to wither.

The Zeppelin Air-Ship. — Will the problem of 
aérial navigation ever be solved ? Aeronautic experts 
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THE MOTOR 


Count von ZEPPELIN'S AIR-SHIP, 
WHICH RECENTLY MADE ITS FIRST FLIGHT IN GERMANY, 


assure us that it will—in time. And the inventors who 
devote themselves to this very fascinating study certainly 
inspire a degree of confidence, even in the most sceptical, 
by their amazing enthusiasm and untiring, uncomplain- 
ing persistency. The Zeppelin air-ship, which has just 
been tried in Germany, probably does not come up to 
its inventor's expectations by a long way, but as it 
is stated to have accomplished a flight of thirty-five 
miles, it at least points to an advance in the desired direc- 
tion. In his trial trip he did not make the return journey, 
which would have conclusively proved the practicability of 
controlling his gigantic mechanical balloon, but he at 
any rate reached the place he set out for, which is 
something. ‘The Count's monster machine was COR- 
structed in а special building, erected on sixty pon- 
toons anchored firmly in the middle of Lake Constance, not 
far from Friedrichshafen, where the ascent took place. 
It is built of aluminium, and made in three separate 
cars, and it will-be seen from the Illustration that in 
appearance the air-ship is unlike anything of the kind 
hitherto heard of. The motive-power is supplied by two 
benzine motors of sixteen-horse power each. It is quite 
possible that we shall hear a good deal of the Zeppelin

Jam sand- 
wiches, or good light plain cake, cut 
in longish slices, and fruit, of course, 
if it can be carried, might also be 
taken. For drinks,

weakened with boiled milk, not 
| water, and left to cool, also carried in 
| screw-topped bottles; and it would be well to 

wrap the bottles in damp cloths. Fresh cold 

| milk is very apt to turn sour during a long, hot 
journey. It should therefore be boiled in the 
early morning; a dash of tea added at break- 
fast, and the bottles’ plunged in cold water to 
cool. Over-ripe or half-ripe pears and plums 
| are dangerous. Bananas are wholesome but not 
refreshing. Nice fresh biscuits are welcomed by 
the youngsters.
